WASHINGTON, Jane 7 (AP). 
— UJS. President Carter, in a 
major policy speech, told foe 
Soviet 'Union today it “can ch- 
oose either confrontation or 
cooperation" and find foe Un- 
ited States prepared to meet 
either challenge. 

Speaking against a backdrop 
of heightened superpower ten- 
sions, President Carter said 
he was convinced foe Soviet 
people want peace and that 
their government was trying 
"to good faith” to complete a 
treaty limiting strategic nucle- 
ar weapons. 

But, by contrast. President 
Carter said in a commencem- 
ent address to the U.S. Naval 
Academy, foe Soviets were 
exploiting instability in Africa 
as they try to expand their 
influence. 

‘To foe Soviet Union,’’ he 
said in his prepared remarks, 
“detente seems to mean a co- 
ntinuing agresstve struggle for 
political advantage and incr- 
eased influence in a variety of 
ways.” 

Detente - - accomodation 
between foe two superpowers 
-- must be "truly reciprocal", 
he said, wifo both foe United 
States and the Soviet Union 
exercising restraint in troubl- 
ed areas anj in turbulent ti- 
mes. 

President Carter’s speech, 
described by his principal ad- 
visers as clarifying U.S. attitu- 
des towards foe Soviet Union, 
mixed both hard-line end con- 
ciliatory gestures. He consul- 
ted with Mr. Zbigniew Brzez- 
inski, Us National Security 
Adviser, and Secretary of Sta- 
te Cyrus Vance, among others. 
In preparing it. 

The speech went through 
several drafts and was certa- 
in to be read closely in allied 
and friendly capitals for insig- 
hts into evolving U.S- policies 
abroad. 

The potential impact on Mo- 
soow.-was hard to assess. The 
Russians have rebutted admi- 
nistration accusations until 
now, training their fire princi- 
pally on Mr. Brzezinski, who 
accused them of breaking “foe 
code jOf detente." 


President Carter took a co- 
ld view of Soviet interventi- 
on. in Anglo and Ethiopia thr- 
ough "proxy forces" - - a cl- 
ear allusion to Cuban troops 
that helped a Marxist faction 
triumph in foe Angolan civil 
war and helped Ethiopia to 
repel an invasion from Soma- 
lia. A 

This "persistent military in- 
volvement”, President Carter 
said, threatens regional peace 
as well as foe independence of 
African nations. 

For these reasons, he went 
on, the United States “will 
support African efforts to co- 
ntain such intrusion,” as it did 
by assisting in the civilian re- 
scue effort in Zaire’s Shaba 
Province. 

■President Carter’s suggesti- 
on to the future US. naval 
officers and foe American pu- 
blic at large was fo "avoid 
excessive swings in our public 
mood” -- advice given in the 
past by Mr. Vance. 

In judging U.S. relations wi- 
th Moscow, President Carter 
said, Americans should not 
swing from euphoria when th- 
ings are going well to despair 
when, they are not -- “from 
an exaggerated sense of com- 
patibility to open expressions 


of hostility-*' 

President Carter made a br- 
ief but pointed reference to 
human rights, one of the ini- 
tial themes of bis 17-monfo- 
old administration. In his cri- 
ticism of Sennet practices. 

“The abuse of basic human 
rights in their own country 
in violation of the agreement 
reached at Helsinki (the 35- 
nation 1975 accord) has earn- 
ed them the condemnation of 
people everywhere who love 
freedom,” President Carter 
said. 

“By foeir own actions they 
have demonstrated that the 
Soviet system cannot tolerate 
freely expressed ideas, notio- 
ns of loyal opposition, and the 
free movement of people.” 

At the same time, he invited 
Moscow to join with the Uni- 
ted States in a peaceful reso- 
lution fo the conflicts in An- 
gola and in Ethiopia’s Eritrea 
region. In bringing black rule 
to Rhodesia ana the South 
African-held territory of Nam- 
ibia. 

“The Soviet Union can cho- 
ose either confrontation or co- 
operation," President Carter 
said.

One has to feel positive about the internal debate 
in Israel on exactly what rationale lies behind Israel’s 
obvious desire to remain forever in control of 
occupied Arab territory. The matter has come out 
into the open again this week with the charge by 
Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan that the opposition 
parties are engaging in “cheap demagogy” by accus- 
ing the Likud block of Premier Menachem Begin of 
wanting to remain in the occupied West Bank because 
of messianic emotions. 

Mr. Dayan - - forever the soldier - - claims that 
security dictates necessitate an Israeli presence in 
the West Bank, particularly for the use of radar and 
electronic surveillance. This is an interesting claim 
that should be followed through by the United States, 
for one, and by the entire Western world, because if 
it is true, then the problem of getting the Israelis to 
withdraw from the occupied territories becomes 
embarrassingly simple. If security dictates and the 
need to establish radar and electronic surveillance 
posts are the main reasons for Israel remaining in the 
West Bank, that “security” requirement can be just 
as easily met by the use of satellite surveillance, or 
even a permanently airborne fleet of radar planes 
such as are used by NATO in and around Europe. 
This approach is probably cheaper, simpler and just as 
effective. Or one could establish electronic surveil- 
lance posts on both sides of the 1967 frontier to be 
manned by mixed groups of Israeli, Arab, and 
international personnel. 

But would Mr. Dayan accept this? And if so, 
would it be accepted by Mr. Begin and the Israeli 
leadership? Or would we get yet another Israeli 
argument in favour of keeping Israeli troops forever 
on the West Bank for some as yet unannounced 
reason ? 

Mr. Dayan is being cute, but not honest.

Arab capabilities at present fall far below the require level, 
the paper adds, “and we believe that the Sudanese leader in his 
meeting with King Hussein has been furnished with many things 
that he can put before th^ Arab leaders to salvage wbat can be 
saved of Arab lands and Arab honour before it Is too late.” 

Welcoming President Nimeiri's visit to Jordan, AL DUSTOUR 
says it is natural that the Sudanese president’s efforts should be 
received with deep understanding from Jordan which had long 
called for Arab unity In order to face present dangers.

Israel protests 
Jerusalem bus 
incident to

evaluation of programmes and 
policies before these are put 
into effect. 

“Jordan's women are lucky 
in having such an ally as His 
Highness Crown Prince Has- 
san who is keen to see the ad- 
vancement of women in his 
country, and in fact came to 
nearly every session of the co- 
nference and made many pun- 
gent and rel event contributio- 
ns. He is obviously very in- 
terested and sympathetic”, 
commented Mrs. Short to the 
Jordan Times yesterday. “Jor- 
dan has a lot going for it b all 
sorts of ways. It is an exciting 
place to live in because there 
is a feeling in the air that 
women must make progress. 
Better education and opportu- 
nities will result in progress

Mrs. Short thought that the 
plan debated by the conference 
provided a lot of interesting 
suggestions and proposals, but 
could have been a bit more 
specific as to targets and goals.

Those men and women 
who care could be mobilised 
to help in all sorts of ways

schools would be a good start. 
To change attitudes one has to 
start with the young and help 
spread knowledge and inform- 
ation to the parents. 

The improvement of the st- 
andard of living indudes the 
elimination of illiteracy. “Once 
the great vistas of life are se- 
en, through the ability to read 
and write, I think women will 
come forward rapidly and ma- 
ke progress”, commented Mrs. 
Short. 

What is needed now is a 
small but powerful working 
party to make a programme 
specifying targets and areas of 
importance, such as education. 
The working party needs the 
most powerful backing both 
of resources such as cash and 
suitable qualified workers in 
the field. “It does require the 
cooperation, of all sections of 
the community to support this 
drive and I hope this will hap- 
pen.

AMMAN, June 7 — Joxdah's 
first computerised bank open- 
ed its doors for business today. 
Petra Bank, located on Saqfal 
Seil Street in downtown Am- 
man, has about S00 sharehold- 
ers with 60 per cent of ltn ca- 
pital held by Jordanian nati- 
onals and 40 per cent held by 
Arab’s abroad. 

The Middle East Banking 
Company (Mebco Bank) of Be- 
irut, with its Swiss subsidiary. 
Socofi, bolds 20 per cent of 
the capital abroad. 

Petra Bank’s authorised and 
subscribed capital is JD 3 mi- 
llion. At present JD 1.5 milli- 
on has been, called. 

The bank began full opera- 
tions today with the first on- 
line computer system in Jor- 
dan. 

Petni Bank purchased the 
BI800 computer from Sadico, 
the Jordanian agents for the 
American-based Burroughs co- 
mputer firm. 

Dr. Ahma d Chalabi, General 


Manager of Petr* Bank, expe- 
cts the computer to provide 
customers with quick and ef- 
ficient sendee. Transactions 
can now be bandied in os lit- 
tle as two to five minutes. 

Petra &ank is the third co- 
mmercial bank to open in the 
last year. The Jordan-Guif Ba- 
nk and the Jordaa-Kuwait Ba- 
nk were also opened this ye- 
ar with 60 per cent local and 
40 per cent foreign sharehol- 
dings. 

Petra Bank plans to open 
four branches in Amman and 
eventually have brandies in 
all major cities in Jordan. 

The bank was started In 
1976 with the support of Me. 
bco Bank following a favour- 
able evaluation of the Jordan- 
lan economy. 

A foil commercial bank li- 
cense was granted in 1976 by 
the Central Bank of Jordan 
and the first Board of Directo- 
rs was elected on Aug, 7, 
1977, consisting of eleven me- 
mbers. Mr. Mohammad Tou- 
qan, former Cabinet Minister 
and Mayor of Amman.

$80m. from Saudi fund

TEL AVIV. June 7 (AP). — A 
Tel Aviv district court today 
convicted American Sami Es- 
mail of membership in a Pa- 
lestinian guerrilla group and set 
sentencing for next Monday. 

The three- Judge district court 
panel acquitted the 23-year-old 
Esmail of the more serious ch- 
arge of contact with a foreign 
agent, which carried a maxi- 
mum sentence of 15 years. 

Mr. Esmail could be sentenc- 
ed to a maximu m of 10 years 
for membership in an organi- 
sation hostile to Israel. Prose- 
cutor Sara Sirotta did not ask 
for the maximum sentence but 
for a term that would discount 
ge people from joining Palesti- 
nian guerrilla groups, even if 
outside Israel. 

Defence attorney Felicia Lan- 
ger called for a light sentence 
of just a few months, pointing 
out that such sentenced are of- 
ten given to Palestinian youths 
in the occupied West Bank of 
the Jordan River. 

Mr. Esmail was arrested Dec. 
21 at Ben Gurion international 
airport when he arrived to see 
his dying father in Ramallah in 
the West Bank. He was accus- 
ed of membership in the Popu- 
lar Front for .the Liberation -of - 
Palestine. : 

The case aroused widespread . 
protests in the United States. 


where Senator James Abourezk 
complained that the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation had sup- 
plied information leading to the 
arrest of Esmail, who is Brook- 
lyn-born but of Palestinian des- 
cent. Mr. Es mail's supports cla- 
imed his human rights were 
violated since his actions, of- 
fenses under Israeli law, were 
committed abroad in countries 
where they were not illegal.

Mr. Esmail, slight and pale 
but apparently healthy, smiled 
nervously in the crowded court- 
room and occasionally fingered 
a string of worry beads during 
the court’s hour-long summary 
of the case and verdict. 

He betrayed no visible emo- 
tion as the verdict was read 
but after the two lawyers spo- 
ke he made a short statement : 

"I am innocent My only cri- 
me is my political solidarity 
with the oppressed and home- 
less Palestinian people and oth- 
er' opprrespd people throughout 
the world. I c&rmot see how 


this solidarity can be of harm 
to anyone.” 

Mr. Esm ail’s acquittal on the 
charge of contact with a foreign 
agent was on technical grounds, 
since the PFLP and other Pa- 
lestinian groups do not repre- 
sent a foreign country, Israeli 
courts have ruled previously 
that the law forbidding contacts 
with foreign agents does not 
apply in such cases. 

A statement Mr. Esmail si- 
gned after his arrest was the 
basis for his conviction on the 
charge of PFLP membership. 
Defence attorney Longer had 
asked the court to throw out 
his statement, saying that he 
was beaten, spat upon and thr- 
eatened with not being allowed 
to see his mortally ill father if 
he did not sign. Mr. Esmail 
did visit his father before his 
death, but he was not allowed 
to do so until after he signed 
the statement. 

The court, with judge Dov 
Levin presiding, accepted the 
statement into evidence on 
April 10. 

According to the statement, a 
Palestinian contact named Abu 
Baqr approached Esmail on the 
East Lansing, Michigan campus 
aqd. recruited him for a train- 
ing, course^ in Libya in the sum- 
mer;, of 1976.., 

While there, according to the 


statement, Esmail and about 
150 youths from many countries 
heard political lectures on the 
Palestinian, cause and the Leba- 
nese civil war, and about 20 co- 
ntinued with weapons training, 
including practice with light 
arms and hand grenades. 

In a brief interview with re- 
porters before the session, Es- 
mail was harshly critical of pri- 
son conditions and said he felt 
his arrest and trial were "a su- 
ccess In exposing this to the 
world." 

He said he had spent 14 days 
in solitary confinement after 
being falsely accused of argu- 
ing with a prison guard. In so- 
litary, he said, ”1 was denied 
such simple rights as going to 
the bathroom for two days." 
Also he was not allowed to 
bathe or brush his teeth while 
he was in solitary, he said, and 
now he was being held with 20 
to 30 people in a crowded room. 

“In five months I never had 
a mattress to myself... This is 
a general complaint by all pri- 
soners but they (the authorities) 
say there is nothing they can 
do about it" 

He went on, “people who 
care about justice and humanity 
have managed to expose the in- 
justice and appression. of Pales- 
tinians by the Israeli authori- 
ties.”

Poultry raising for both egg 
and meat (broiler) production, 
has become a fast growing 
aspect of Jordanian agricul- 
ture in recent years. To get a 
broad look at the industry the 
Jordan Times visited the Fac- 
ulty of Agriculture at the Uni- 
versity of Jordan to talk with 
poultry expert there. 

We learned that there axe 
four major sectors to the bro- 
iler industry. Mr. George God- 
dard who is on secondment 
from the U.K. Ministry of Ov- 
erseas Development, stressed 
the importance of the broiler 
industry, saying that it is one 
of the two major local sources 


of meat for Jordan (the other 
being mutton), and that it is 
also the cheapest form of meat 
per kilo. 

Hie first step in the broiler 
industry is breeding and hatch- 
ing. Here in Jordan, the majo- 
rity of hatching eggs are local- 
ly produced, a few being im- 
ported. Several breeds of birds 
are available here we were to- 
ld. including the "Ross 1" wh- 
ich is one of the best meat 
birds in the world. 

The main problems faced by 
management in this stage of 
production are nutrition and 
disease. 

Mr. Goddard told us that 
the standard of managem- 
ent on many of the breeding 
farms in Jordan h as reached 
a high level and that he thinks 
it is continuing to improve.

Local hatcheries produce over 
20 million broiler Chicks a 
year. Mr. Goddard explained 
that an 80 pqj cent batchabUi- 
ty rate is possible with good 
farm and hachery manageme- 
nt, and is achieved in Jordan. 

One of the diseases found 
among small chicks is “salmo- 
nella”, which has recently be- 
en introduced into Jordan. The 
major breeders here have ask- 
ed the government for help to 
control its spread. The disease 
is often transmitted through 
the egg. 

The second aspect to broiler 
production is the feed indus- 
try. The farmer in Jordan has 
basically two choices; he can 
either buy the ingredients and 
mill and mix his own feed, or 
buy a complete ration. 

The former who buys his in- 
gredients has the choice of 
about 18 high protein concen- 
trates. Considerations in cho- 
osing a protein concentrate are 
the cost per unit of protein and 
the date of manufacture, Mr. 
Goddard told us. Of the 18 av- 
ailable protein supplements, 
four are produced locally. As 
for complete feed, the farmer 
here has the choice of four 
major feed mill products and 
a number of smaller feed mill 
products. 

The most widely used feed 
now is in mash form, but pel- 
letised feed is available. Des- 
pite the higher initial cost, Mr. 
Goddard said that the pelleti- 
sed feed is a more efficient 
form of feed. 

The feed companies in Jor- 
dan generally receive services 
such as ingredient analysis, su- 
pply of raw materials and te- 
chnical advice through their

affiliations with international 
companies. This helps to main- 
tain a high ration quality for 
the various systems of produc- 
tion found in the Jordanian po- 
ultry industry. 

The third aspect to broiler 
production is the broiler-grow- 
er farm activity. In Jordan th- 
ere are, of course, poultry far- 
ms of various sizes and stand- 
ards serving the local market 
Some of the important challen- 
ges to further development are 
in marketing and management. 

Marketing of broilers in 
Jordan, we were told, lacks 
any central direction. This re- 
sults in form price and sup- 
ply fluctuations. The probable 
solution is the integration of 
forms into cooperatives or in- 
tegrated commercial opera- 
tions which can guarantee a 


broiler. The Ross 1 is one of the

constant supply of birds to 
the market. Although the gov- 
ernment has influenced this 
problem some with price con- 
trols, these have not been en- 
ough to achieve stable pro- 
duction. 

Disease control hygiene and 
basic techniques are aspects of 
management which can easily 
be unproved on local farms, 
said Mr. Goddard. One prob- 
lem is keeping birds of diffe- 
rent ages on the sam#* farm or 
in adjacent units. This leads 
to hygiene and disease prob- 
lems. Another common prob- 
lem is the lack of adequate 
ventilation in poultry buildings. 
Small formers are in need of 
management advice on such 
problems as brooding and use 
of correct quantities of equip* 
ment to obtain maximum re- 
turn from investment, as well, 
we were' told. 

It has been shown by the 
staff at the Animal Production 
and Protection of the Faculty 
of Agriculture at the Univer- 
sity of Jordan that it is possi- 
ble to obtain above average 
production results with local 
chicks and feedstuff. Recently 
a trial showed that a feed con- 
version of 2.07 could be reach- 
ed with birds of 1,650 gram- 
mes over a seven week period. 
The mortality rate was only 
one per cent. Feed conversion 
means the weight of feed con- 
sumed divided by the body we- 
ight of the bird... .... 

The fourth aspect 
production is processing. " " In" 
Jordan there is one major? po- 
ultry processing plant This is 
in Amman. There is a smaller 
one in Irbid, and all the rest is 
done in small shops. 

The quality of processed 
birds in Amman has increased 
since the plant has been es- 
tablished, w were told, and is 
co n ti nuin g to increase. Most of 
the chicken are sold fresh in 
Jordan, rather than frozen. 

At the Faculty of Agricul- 
ture research work has shown 
that local requirements can 
be met whilst insuring higfr 
standards of meat and hygi- 
ene quality. One result of re- 
search has shown that the 
head and neck should be re- 
moved to produce a higher 
quality of meat, better hygiene 
and a higher percentage of 
edible meat per kilo of pro- 
duct.

BUENOS AIRES, Argentina, Jane 7 (AP). — Argentina and Italy Tues- 
day became the first teams to reach the second round. of the World Soccer 
Cup. Argentina edged France 2-1 before an ecstatic, flag-waving home 
crowd at Buenos Aires* River Stadium.

Dodgers win , end losing streak 


Italy scored two goals in 60 
seconds and went on to trounce 
Hungary 3-1 at Mar Del Plata. 

Argentina and Italy moved 
to four points each in Group I 
and cannot be caught France 
and Hungary still have to play 
each other but then will be 
eliminated. 

In Group 2 West Germany, 
the defending champions, stor- 
med into top form and slam- 
med Mexico 6-0 at- Cordoba. 
Poland overcame a stubborn 
Tunisian team 1-0 and became 
joint leaders In the Group with 
West Germany. 

Group positions: Group 1-- 
Argentma and Italy 4 points, 
France and Hungary 0. Group 
2 -- West Germany and Po- 
land 3 points, Tunisia 2, Mexi- 
co 0. Group 3 and 4 go into 


action today. 

The Argentina-France game 
was a furious, all-attacking af- 
fair In which the thrills never 
Stopped. With fanatical crowd 
support, the Argentines had the 
edge in the first half but need- 
ed a penalty in the 44th minute 
or a 1-0 half-time lead. 

Marius Tresor, the French 
captain, fell tussling with Leo- 
poldo Luque and knocked the 
ball over the dead ball line with 
has hand . Daniel Passarella sl- 
ammed the ball home from the 
spot. 

In the second half France got 
on top and Michel Platini lev- 
elled the scores in the 60th mi- 
nute after a header by Henri 
Michel had bounced off the 
crossbar. 

Leopoldo Luque slammed a 


spectacular winning goal from 
25 metres in the 74th minute. 

The luckless French goalke- 
eper was Dominique Baratdti, 
who had gone on as substitute 
when the regular keeper, Jean- 
Paul Bertrand Demmes, crash- 
ed into the goalpost and injur- 
ed his back. 


Californians vote 2-1 
for propertg tax cut 


LOS ANGELES, June 7 (R). 
— Californians have voted by 
an overwhelming two to one 
majority in support of a home- 
owners' revolt against soaring 
property taxes, 

A jubilant Howard Jarvis, the 
75-year old millionaire crusad- 
er who led the campaign to 
put the tax cut proposal on 
the ballot in yesterday's sta- 
te election, promptly made 
dear be intended to spearhead 
a tax cut revolt across the 
United States. 

"We must defend our victory 
and cany our cause on a na- 


tional scale,” he told a cheer- 
ing crowd of support firs last 
night. 

The California vote; which 
was being watched dosely for 
its impact in other tax cut 
states, brought out 72 per cent 
of the voters in the Los Ange- 
les area, a primary election re- 
cord. 

California is ripe for a tax 
revolt. Prices of houses have 
often trebled in the past 10 
years and property taxes have 
risen accordingly. Hie tax cut 
would reduce the property tax 
on an average house from 
$1,400 to $600 a year. 


Saudi budget 
is announced 

RIYADH, June 7 (R). — 
Saudi Arabia this week an- 
nounced a budget of 145 
billion rials ($42 billion) of 
which 66 per cent has been 
allocated for development 
projects. 

The Saudi Press Agency 
said total revenues for fis- 
cal 1978/79 would amount 
to 130 billion rials ($37.7 
billion) -- 88.5 per cent of 
it coming from oiL 

The previous budget to- 
talled 111.4 billion rials 
($32 billion). 

As for the apparent defi- 
cit in the new budget, ac- 
tual expenditure is expected 
to fall short of allocated 
funds and the budget is 
thus likely to be balanced, 
the agenqy said 

Sectors to benefit most 
from the budget will be 
education, training, social 
services and health. 

Inflation was reduced to 
ten per cent in fiscal 1977/

North started the pro-

That is the one auction 
that can be passed short of 
game if responder has a 
trickless hand. Instead, 
North chose to double, and 
when partner was able to 
show a spade suit, North 
gambled a raise. 

West led Ids singleton 
club, then discarded the ten 
of hearts as a signal when 
East cashed a second high 


club. Had East continued 
with a third club, declarer 
would have been forced to 
make his contract. He would 
ruff the club in dummy and 
cross to the jack of dia- 
monds. After cashing the ace 
and king of trumps, declarer 
would run diamonds, dis- 
carding four hearts, and the 
defenders would get only the 
ten of trumps in addition to 
their two club tricks. 

When we saw the hand 
played. East came up with a 
.clever scheme. Instead of 
playing a third club, he shift- 
ed to a heart at trick three- 
He hoped that, after West 
took the ace of hearts, de- 
clarer would try the trump 
finesse and go down. 

West won the ace of 
hearts and continued with a 
heart to dummy’s queen. 
Now it was declarer’s turn to 
stop and work out the posi- 
tion. 

Declarer knew that East 
could have prevented him 
from taking the trump 
finesse by simply playing a 
third round of dubs. Why, 
then, had East been so oblig- 
ing as to leave declarer with 
the option of finessing for 
the queen of trumps? 

There could be only one 
answer— East wanted de- 
clarer to finesse in trumps. 
If that was what East want- 
ed, declarer reasoned that it 
bad to be the wrong thing tt 
do. So he cashed the ace and 
king of trumps, felling the 
queen. After drawing West's 
lost trump, declarer claimed 
the rest of the tricks for his 
contract.

CIA predicts USSR will 


be biggest 
producer 


WASHINGTON, June 7 (R). 
— The Soviet Union will be 
the world's biggest producer of 
natural gas in the 1980’s but its 
oil output will be declining, 
according to a report by Am- 
erica's Central Intelligence Ag- 
ency (CIA). 

By about 19S5 Soviet oil 
production will have failen to 
nine million barrels a day but 
gas output will have risen to 
the equivalent of the same am- 
ount, CIA analyst John Tidd 
said in the report. 

His analysis, the most deta- 
iled yet by the CIA of Soviet 
gas prospects, was presented 
yesterday to the Commerce

New York City will go bankrupt 
without federal aid, says mayor 


WASHINGTON, June 7 (R). 
New York Mayor Edward Ko- 
ch told the Serrate Banking 
Committee yesterday that Ame- 
rica's biggest city “will simp- 
ly run out of money” unless 
the federal government comes 
to its rescue. 

He said it was highly pos- 
sible that New York could go 
bankrupt without federal guar- 
antees for its massive loans. 

"The consequences for my 
city, the state, the federal gov- 
ernment, the public credit mar- 
ket and the foreign exchange 
markets could be of such ad- 
verse magnitude that I do not 
believe we should even con- 
sider taking that risk," the 
mayor said. 

New York is seeking $2 bil- 
lion in guarantees for long- 
term securities which would 
be sold to the state and city 
pension fund. 

Without this money, Mayor 
Koch said, the city could not 
finance its own rehabilitation 
and would "decay and die slo- 
wly.” 

The federal government’s 
$2.9 billion programme of se- 
asonal loans to New York 


runs out on July 1 and the 
committee is considering a 
new long-term aid bill for file 
city. Committee Chairman Wil- 
liam Proxmire has opposed any 
further help from Washington. 

Mr. Koch’s appearance be- 
fore the committee, which was 
televised live in New York, fol- 
lowed an agreement Monday 
night between the city and its 
200,000 -- member municipal 
unions on. a contract granting 
wage increases of eight per 
cent over two years. 

The mayor strongly defend- 
ed the agreement, although it 
gave higher pay rises than he 
originally offered. He said New 
York had already made signi- 
ficant efforts to put its house 
in order, trimming payrolls and 
eliminating unnecessary pro- 
jects. 

New York; he declared, “can 
become the premier city of the 
world again if we get federal 
loan guarantees.” 

The committee is expected 
to vote on the issue in about 
two weeks, but the outcome 
remains uncertain. 

But committee Chairman Wi- 
lliam Proxmire, one of the city’s 


sternest critics, appeared un- 
swayed by Mr. Koch’s argu- 
ments.

There have been more than 
1;50 bpmb attaj*s,.(Ui .the is- 
land since the beginning' pf the 
year,- most of them ascribed to 
separatist anger. 

The targets are usually po- 
lice stations, banks, television 


relay stations and property 
belonging to government offi- 
cials or settlers from France’s 
former colonies in North Af- 
rica. 

Today’s visit is the first to 
Corsica by a French head of 
state since President Georges 
Pompidou went there in Aug- 
ust 1969 to mark the 200th an- 
niversary of Napoleon Bonap- 
arte’s birth in Ajaccio.

Messmer went Corsica in Ma- 
rch 1974 in an attempt to les- 
sen autonomist pressures, a 
policeman tossed a tear-gas gr- 
enade at his car.

— Two Soviet officials 
at the United Nations yesterday 
pleaded not guilty to charges 
of conspiring to buy American 
defence secrets and were ord- 
ered to stand trial' on Septem- 
ber 12. 

• U.S. District Court Judge 
Federick Lacey, rejecting a pl- 
ea from the Soviet Embassy 
in Washington, also ordered 
that the two -- Valdik Enger, 
39, and Rudolf Chemyayev, 
43 -- continue to be held in 
jail in lieu of $2 million bail 
each. 

Judge Lacey read in court 
a letter from Soviet Ambassa- 
dor Anatoly Dobrynin stating 
that in previous cases involv- 
ing Soviet citizens in trouble 


in the U-S. bail had been re- 
duced. 

The two men were arrested 
on May 20 in Woodbridge, 
New Jersey, and charged with 
conspiring to buy U.S. defence 
secrets from a naval officer 
secretly working for the Fede- 
ral Bureau of investigation 
(FBI). 

Apprehended with them at 
the time of their arrest was 
Vladimir Zinyakin, Third Se- 
cretary at the Soviet Mission 
to the United Nations.

Mr. Zinyakin was named as 


an unindicted co-conspirator in 
the case As employees of the 
United Nations Secretariat ne- 
ither Enger nor Chernyayev has 
diplomatic immunity. 

The two men are accused of 
conspiring to buy antd -submar- 
ine warfare documents and ot- 
her U.S. secrets. 

They are also accused of pay- 
ing the navy officer $16,000. 

Judge Lacey urged the two 
men, through interpreters, to 
change their minds over being 
represented by a single law- 
yer. 

At present both men are re- 
presented by New York Law- 
yer Donald Ruby, who the 
prosecution in the case said 
also represented the Soviet 
Mission to the -United States. 


Professor pleas for interplanetary talks

Not only is there a high probability that intelligent 
life exists in other galaxies, but it is urgently necessary 
for our own survival that we should co mmunicat e with 
them, argues Dr. Graig Sharp of the University of 
Birmingham. 


BIRMINGHAM, (F.T.) — The 
popularity of the current film 
Close Encounters, and of its 
science fiction predecessors 
2001 -- A Space Odyssey and 
the beautiful Russian counter- 
part Solaris, underlines the 
increasing public interest in 
the genuine possibility of in- 
telligent life on planets out- 
with the solar system. 

But what is outwith the so- 
lar system? The “unit” of the 
universe is the galaxy. “Our” 
galaxy consists of some 100 
billion stars, many of them 
like the sun. Some of the “sta- 
rs" that one can see with bin- 
oculars in the night sky are 
not stars at all, but other ga- 
laxies beyond our own. There 
are more than 10 billion ga- 
laxies in the visible universe, 
mostly grouped in clusters of 
about 20 to 1,000, and the 
clusters are all moving away 
from each other as the uni- 
verse expands. The nearest 
other star to earth is about 


four light-years away; the ne- 
arest galaxy is 150,000 light 
years, and the next after that 
2.2 million light years away! 

Basic needs for life 

There are some important 
common denominators for life 
throughout the universe. Light 
as a ferm of radiant energy 
appropriate to being “captur- 
ed” by molecular system (su- 
ch as chlorophyll in green pl- 
ants on earth) is one. The 
chemical elements themselves 
are another -- spectroscopic 
examination of light from oth- 
er stars and even galaxies su- 
ggests that their chemistries 
have similar foundation to ou- 
rs. Gravity is presumably of a 
similar order on objects of si- 
milar mass throughout the ga- 
laxy; and the mathematical 
parameters of -space and time 
may be considered -to be com- 
mon to our cluster of galax- 
ies. 


There may be different bio- 
chemical pathways to life, but 
the essential feature is the 
evolution of consciousness 
and hence intelligence, in 
whatever chemistry and ana- 
tomy it may be housed. And 
even if only one in 10,000 
stars in our galaxy had one 
planet suitable over one per- 
iod of time for intelligence to 
evolve, that would give ten 
million such stars in our ga- 
laxy alone, which is one of 
10 billion galaxies ... 

Communication 

What is the possibility of 
communication? Communication 
could be. direct (a “dose en- 
counter of the third kind”) or 
indirect. Taking direct first, 
this would involve travel, of 
either party, with time and 
distance the overwhelming pr- 
oblem. (1 would ignore time 
travel as being logically un- 
tenable, and would similarly 
dismiss "space warps” and 
“hyperspace travel" in any 
serious context) 

Although the nearest star is 
"only" four light-years away, 
the nearest suitably inhabited 
planetary system could well 
be at least ten times as far 
(our galaxy is at least 80,000 
light-years in diameter). 

Relativistic restrictions im- 
pose a universal speed limit 
on travel, even if the energy 
could be found to accelerate 
space vehicles to near-light 
speeds. 

However, some relief from 


this problem could be gained 
from the phenomenon of “ti- 
me-dilation” whereby time 
passes very much slower for 
the ultra-high speed traveller, 
so that a round trip of 25 yea- 
rs crew-time could take them 
to a planet 450 light-years 
away, but they would return 
to earth more than 900 years 
after Lhey started! O.K, for 
them, but not for those who 
wait] This is still too limit- 
ing. 

Indirect - communication off- 
ers far more real hope. Broad- 
casting would be by radio or 
information-packed laser light 
beams. The development of in- 
telligence is closely linked wi- 
th communication. Fortunately, 
there is a cosmic radio “win- 
dow” at the 21cm. waveband, 
the frequency radiated by ne- 
utral interstellar hydrogen. 
This would be a natural freq- 
uency for interstellar broad- 
casts, and would be apprecia- 
ted as such by other intelli- 
gences. On the reception side, 
our present equipment could 
pick up our own transmissions 
from 100 light years away. 

More advanced society 

The lifespan of a technolo- 
gical community is an impor- 
tant consideration in commu- 
nicating with it -- in this se- 
nse the earth is very young; 
we have had radio for only 
60 years! However, the chan- 
ces of our encountering ano- 
ther novice community must 
be small -- almost certainly 


we would contact a much 
more advanced society. Intra- 
galactic communication may 
well have been going on for 
millions of years -- the galac- 
tic directory may contain half- 
a-million subscribers! 

Given that communication is 
possible, is it advisable? I th- 
ink yes. Professor Fred Hoyle 
has posed the question of who 
or what is in control of our 
world. We seem at present to 
be on an earth that guides 
itself, and fairly Mindly, not- 
withstanding governments, tr- 
ade-union s, multi-national co- 
mpanies, the media, scientists 
or the public at large. There 
would seem to be two crisis 
points: - 

1) It may be that, in its de- 
velopment, intelligence -- per- 
haps all Intelligence - - may 
inevitably go throughd a vul- 
nerable period of perhaps one 
or two centuries when It 1$ 
at high risk of destroying It- 
self through war, or over- 
population or pollution, or a 
combination of all three. 

2) Many intelligences may 
also have been engaged m a 
necessary race with their lim- 
ited fossil fuel supply. In a 
short time alternative energy 
technologies have to be deve- 
loped or the intelligence may 
inevitably regress technologi- 
cally. This also implies that 
If an intelligence destroys it- 
self near the point when Its 
fossil fuels are exhausted, th- 
en there might be no second 
■chance for a renewed evolu- 
tion on that planet 


As Fred Hoyle has stated, 
the emergence of high intelli- 
gence combined with initial 
dependence on fossil fuels pro- 
duces a discontinuous techno- 
logical uplift Aeons of primi- 
tive years may precede it, and 
many millions of years may 
hopefully follow it but the 
uplift must be accomplished 
quickly, within a century or 
two. 

Discontinuous upheaval 

It fe this very fast transi- 
tion from the primitive to the 
sophisticated which leaves- so 
little time for change m our- 
selves, and which will lead to 
ever-increasing situations of 
"fixture shock”, hi our case 
It is this century and the next 
which are taking the strain 
of the discontinuous upheaval. 

Thus I would suggest that 
communication with other in- 
telligences is indeed advisable. 
The discontinuous uplift can- 
not be a unique problem. It 
must have been faced and 
solved countless times by in- 
telligences ahead of us. So we 
should start the long-term pro- 
ject of continuous transmiss- 
ion and reception. Ample in- 
formation must exist in the 
galactic library - - perhaps 
there exist multi-stellar corp- 
orations specialising in plane- 
tary trouble-shooting, and per- 
haps they advertise in a Ga- 
lactic Financial Times.
